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On sait que les sous-vetements hygieniques 
pour femmes et enfants se composent souvent 
d'une culotte dans laquelle on place une charge 
absorbante destinee a etre ensuite jetee et rem- 
placee. 

La mise en place d'une telle charge est une 
source d'inconvenients. Elle comporte, en effet, 
la necessite d'une fixation par lacage ou bouton- 
nage qui est peu pratique et peu sure, ou par 
des dispositifs desagreahles au porte. 

L'invention a pour objet un sous-vetement 
hygienique : 

Pour femmes et enfants denue de ces inconve- 
nients, forme d'une culotte destinee a recevoir 
une charge absorbante remplagable, la culotte 
comportant, a Finterieur, a Favant et a Far- 
riere deux languettes de tissu a crochets (pla- 
cets face a crochets contre face a crochets), 
rune d'elles fixee ; 

A la culotte par ses deux extremites au moins, 
Fautre fixee a la culotte par une seule extremite. 
Les extremites de la charge absorbante ou d'un 
filet Fenveloppant peuvent ainsi etre fixees ins- 
tantanement en 3es glissant chacune entre ces 
couples de languettes prealablement ouvertes 
commc une machoire on une pince, puis re- 
ferinees sur lesdites extremites. 

L'invention est illustree par Ie dessin joint 
sur lcquel on a represent^ un exemple de reali- 
sation de l'invention, la culotte etant retournee 
a Fenvers pour une meilleure comprehension de 
la presente description. 

Le vetement selon l'invention se compose 
d'une culotte 1 destinee a recevoir une charge 
absorbante 2, a Finterieur de laquelle, tant a 
Favant qu'a Farriere, se trouve un couple de 
languettes 3, 4, Ces languettes sont en tissu a 
crochets et disposees face a crochets contre face 



a crochets. (Un tel tissu est connu en soi et n'a 
pas a etre decrit ; il est utilise couramment pour 
la confection de ceintnres ou de fermetures de 
rideaux) . 

Conformement a l'invention, Fune des lan- 
guettes, la languette 3, est cousue sur la culotte 
par ses deux extremites 5, 6, au moins (de prefe- 
rence par tous ses bords) ; l'autre languette, la 
languette 4, est cousue seulement par Fune des 
extremites 5 en Fespece. L'ensemble forme ainsi 
une pince dont Fune des machoires est fixee a 
la culotte. H suffit alors a Futilisatrice de separer 
les languettes comme represente pour inserer 
entre elles Fextremite de la charge 2 et reap- 
pliquer ensuite la languette 4 sur la languette 3 
pour que ladite charge soit fixee en position de 
facon pratique, sans boutons, sans noeuds, ni 
dispositifs desagreahles a porter. 

RESUME

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Improvements to sanitary underwear for women and children 

It is known that sanitary underwear for women and 
children often takes the form of pants that receive an absorbent 
pad that is subsequently discarded and replaced. 

Inserting such a pad is a source of inconveniences. It 
includes, in fact, the need for a fastening using lacing or 
buttoning, which is impractical and insecure, or devices that 
are uncomfortable to wear. 

The subject of the invention is a sanitary undergarment: 

For women and children that does not have such 
inconveniences and is formed from pants for receiving, a 
replaceable absorbent pad, the pants including, on the inside, 
at the front and at the rear, two tabs of hooked fabric (placed 
hook face against hook face) , one of them fastened to the pants 
via at least its two ends and the other fastened to the pants by 
one end only. The ends of the absorbent pad or of a mesh fabric 
enclosing it may thus be fastened instantaneously by each being 
slipped between the pairs of tabs that have previously been 
opened like jaws or a clamp and are then re-closed over said 
ends . 

The invention is illustrated by the attached drawing, 
which shows an illustrative embodiment of the invention, the 
pants being turned inside out in order that the present 
description can be more easily understood. 

The garment according to the invention is composed of 
pants 1, for receiving an absorbent pad 2, inside which, both at 
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the front and at the rear, there is a pair of tabs 3, 4. These 
tabs are made from hook fabric and are arranged hook face 
against hook face. (A fabric of this kind is known per se and 
does not need to be described. It is widely used for making 
belts or curtain closures) . 

According to the invention, one of the tabs - tab 3 - is 
sewn onto the pants via at least its two ends 5, 6 (preferably 
via all its edges). The other tab - tab 4 - is sewn only via one 
5 of its ends in the case in point. The assembly thus forms a 
clamp, one of the jaws of which is fastened to the pants. It 
then suffices for the user to separate the pants, as shown, in 
order to insert the end of the pad 2 between them and to then 
reapply the tab 4 over the tab 3 so that said pad can be 
fastened into position in a practical manner, without buttons, 
without knots, and without devices that are uncomfortable to 
wear . 



ABSTRACT 



Sanitary undergarment for women and children formed from 
pants for receiving a replaceable absorbent pad, the pants 
including, on the inside, at the front and at the rear, two 
hook-fabric tabs {placed hook face against hook face) , one of 
them fastened to the pants via at least its two ends and the 
other fastened to the pants via one end only. 

The ends of the absorbent pad may thus be fastened by 
means of insertion between the tab pairs that form clamps. 
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
